affired its seals to the Peace. Protocol and to 
the particular clauses of the same which provide 
for the conservancy of the Whaugpoo. Since 
that time endlees negotiations have taken place 
without, apparently; auy-tangib o, races what-. 
ever. “fhe Chinese Government have shown 
no sigo at-all of willingness to meet tho 
foreigners, and, as far as the public ard aware, 
have not even yet appoiuted their member of 
the Board of Conserrancy, , Not until. further 
pressure is brought to bear and the. Chinese 
Sro compelled to yield may wo expeot this enzage- 
ment.to be carried. through. Judging from 
previous treaties and from the present condition 
of this affair at the very-moment of writing, we | 
-have little encouragement to expect any betler 
treatment at the hands of the Chinese Govern-. 
ment than we have.experienced in the past and
